Town may drop appeal 
of school spending suit 


Will the town accountant drop 
her appeal” 

That is the question which 
town officials are all asking at 
the present time. The. case 
centers around Town Ac 
countant Dorothy Peters 
refusal last vear to pay bills 
incurred by the Wilmington 
School Department, main- 
taining that the schools were 
spending 1983 money for 1984 
expenses. The school committee 
sued and won. 

Two months ago, the select 
men rejected $30,000 trom the 
school committee for the 
Shawsheen School _ septic 
system, rather than agree to 
drop the appeal 

With three members of the 
school committee at the 
selectmen’s meeting on Monday 
night, Jim Stewart, chairman of 
the board of tmen said he 
would like to see the appeal 
dropped. When Bob Cain asked 
him why. Stewart said that it 
they could accomplish out of 
court what would happen in 
court, it would be in the town’s 
interest 

Stewart said he wothd like to 
have the school committee and 
the selectmen review the budget 
about four months before the 
end of the tiseal year, to see if 
there are going to be any surplus 
funds. 

Both sides are of the opinion 
that they have a strong case 
School Committeeman Bob 
Peterson said that a majority 
opinion was that the suit could 
not be dropped except by both 
sides. He said that the -court 
ruled that the school committee 
has “bottom line autonomy 

John Brooks said that the 
decision went a lot deeper. He 
said that the court affirmed tha} 
the school committee has the 


right to spend their budget 365 
days a year 

“With three losses, it would 
not be advisable for the town to 
continue,’ he said. Similar 
rulings had been rendered in two 
other cases. 

Brooks said that the con- 
tinuation of the case would be a 
needless expense. The town 
counsel had given the opinon 
that while the case was in 
process, it would be a conflict of 
interest for him to represent the 
school committee on other 
matters. Therefore, the school 
committee was using another’ 
lawyer at added expense. 

Tony Accardi asked why the 
town counsel felt that he could 
win the appeal. Is there a new 
strategy” 

Selectman Bob Cain, opposed 
to dropping the appeal, said, 
“You're using up a surplus that 
should be going back to the 
taxpayers.”” 

Brooks called that simplistic 
He said that the committee goes 
through the year with higher 
and lower priorities. If they can 
save up a nest egg, why should 
they not,be allowed to spend it 
for education” 

Cain wanted to know how the 
school committee would operate 
if the town accountant won the 
case 

Brooks said that that would 
give the town accountant the 
right to say, for instance, on 
November 30 or February 1, ‘I 
don't like the way you're 
spending your money 

Peterson added, “That would 
mean that if we had any white 
lined paper left at the end of the 
school year, we'd have to throw 
itaway. You can’t say that if you 
buy something, that it has to be 
used that same year.”

Locals assault Himalayas

It’s high summer now, and the 
teeth of the dog days — op- 
pressive heat — are fast and firm 
upon us. 

But come next February, when 
most New Englanders will be 
looking back to the warmth of 
July — or forward to March and 
an end to winter's long, chill grip 
— a seven-man team from 
Massachusetts will be seeking 
even colder climes, right beneath 
the icy brow of Mount Everest 
Itself. 


Two Stoneham men, including 
the expedition leader, David 
Armato, will be among the seven 

The six week trek to the rafters 
of the world’s roof, in the Khumbu 
region of Nepal, will be the first 
ever to be comprised solely of 
men from New England, ac- 
cording to records of the 
American Alpine Club, Armato 
said. 

Alpinist, naturalist, 
photographer, lecturer, biologist, 
geologist and chemist, the 23- 
year-old team leader said his 
Broup will include doctors and

writers, an Emmy Award- 
winning cinematographer and a 
professional guide, all but one of 
whom are expert mountaineers, 

The trip will entail the scaling 
of three peaks, including the 
second climb ever of Cholatse, 
unclimbed until 1982 and the last- 
named peak of the Everest 
region. 


The ascent of the three 
Himalayan giants: Kala Pattar, 
Island Peak, and Cholatse, will 
proceed ‘“‘leisurely,"" Armato 
said, to minimize possible high 
altitude sickness. as the team 
climbs to higher and higher 
elevations. 


From India’s Delhi Province, 
the men will fly to Nepal, the 
land-locked country bordered by 
India, China and Tibet. From 
Kathmandu, Nepal’s capital, they 
will fly to Lukla, rendezvous with 
15 Sherpa natives and meet their 
Sirdar guide 

Most of the terrain of Nepal is 
mountainous, rough and almost 
inaccessible, and the Himalayas 
comprise the tallest, youngest 
and fastest-growing mountains on 
the planet, Armato said. 


For the seven Americans, each 
with a 20-pound pack, the trek will 
be by foot, including ropeways 
over deep gorges and chasms. 
‘Their two tons of gear: food, 
tents, oxygen, medical supplies, 
equipment for high altitude 
medical research and motion 
picture cameras, will be borne by 
yaks and the Sherpa porters. 

From Lukla, the team will 
proceed to Phakding, to spend the 
night at 9,200 feet, in rockbound 
fastness almost 3,000 higher than 
Mount Washington. 


Food for the expedition will 
include both Western and native 
dishes, prepared by the Sherpa 
camp cooks. Water will be ob- 
tained — and purified — from 
lakes and streams along the way. 


First aim of the team, after 
acclimitization and establish- 
ment of Kala Pattar base camp, 
will be the scaling of Kala Pat- 
tar’s peak, which tops 18,000 feet. 
Then, Armato said, they will 
descend to Dingboche and climb 
again, to set up another base 
camp, for the intermediate goal 
of the trip, a two-day climb of the 
frozen crown of Island Peak, 
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A strange-looking furry clump

near the high school, when sud- 
denly I spotted this strange- 
looking, furry clump on the op- 
posite side of the street. 

I slowed to a crawl, trying to get 
a closer glimpse at what it was 
that I was seeing. The furry 
clump moved; a dishevelled ball 
of hair with two big, sad eyes 
pop up, and I knew im- 
medaitely that that clumpy mass 
of fur was a dog. 

I stopped my car on the side of 
the street to make a close-up 
inspection of the dog. It appeared, 
well, not frightened, but 
disoriented, I guess you'd say. 

It stood up slowly when it saw 
me, and ambled toward me. I 
wondered if it was lost, or worse, 
sick. I have a dog of my own, so I 


felt sorry for the poor creature, 
seemingly in a daze. 

I got out of the car and gave the 
dog a once-over with my hands. It 
looked like a terrier, but I wasn’t 
sure. It was pretty dark, and the 
dog's two tone fur could have 
made it a mongrel breed with 
which I wasn’t familiar. In spite 
of its slow pace, there were no 
signs of injuries, so I was sure it 
hadn’t been hit by a car. But, 

, did it reek of the worst 
smell I'd whiffed in years! It 
definitely needed a good bath. 

I glanced up and down Mont- 
vale Avenue, then in the direction 
of Eastern Avenue, thinking that 
perhaps the dog’s owner was 
nearby, searching for his pet. No 
such luck, 

I felt around its neck for a collar 
and a dog tag. It had both, so I felt 
relieved that its owner could be 
located at least. That was when I 
had to make a decision as to what 
to do with the dog. 

Those sad eyes zeroed in on 
mine, and its tongue dropped out 
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one side of its mouth. I couldn’t 
just leave it there, so I decided to 
do what I thought was the best 
thing: put it in the back seat and 
take it to the police station. I was 
sure that they’d know exactly 
what to do with this poor 
creature. 

I opened the back door — I 
drive a small, two-door foreign 
car — and pulled the seat for- 
ward. Nudging the dog from 
behind, I attempted to encourage 
it into the car on Its own, After 
several shoves, I was convinced it 
wasn't going anywhere. I ordered 
it to get its you-know-what in 
gear, but it just stood there, with 
its head turned toward me and 
with those saggy, soulful brown 
orbs glaring up at me. 

Finally I stooped over, and 
using my arms like a forklift, I 
hoisted it up and pushed it gently 
into the back seat. 

A car sped by, the driver 
slowing down just long enough to 
give me a funny glance. Surely he 
wondered what in heaven's name 
I was doing with my derriere 
hanging out onto Montvale 
Avenue in that manner. 

I felt a little foolish, with that 
strange, filthy dog peering out at 
me through the back window. 
What if somebody was watching 
me from a house? They would 
undoubtedly think I was crazy, 
maybe a dognapper. Was I doing 
the right thing? 

I got into my car and headed for 
the police station, dismissing my 
mild trepidations. One thing was 
certain, though: I was paying a 
big price for my good neigh- 
borliness. What I mean is, I had to 
roll down the window and con- 
stantly stick my head outside to 
catch a breath of fresh air. As I

five goddesses surrounding 
Everest, according to alpinist, 
photographer and writer, Galen 
Rowell, (‘‘High and Wild”) 

The ascent of the three peaks, 
Armato said, will involve almost 
incredible dangers, from rockfall, 
avalanche, high wind, subzero 
temperatures, frostbite and 
crevasse. Himalayan climbing, 
particularly at glacier level, 
requires enormous concentration 
and discipline of body and mind, 
he added, since the slightest 
error, inattention, or simple 
mischance can mean a plunge six 
thousand feet or more to sure 
death 

What prompts David Armato to 
lead six companions to the icy 
slopes — and dangers — of the 
goddess-peaks surrounding 
Everest? The February ex 
pedition will not be the climax, 
but just another stage in the life of 
a young man who conceived an 
early love for the mountains, at 
age nine, on the gentler slopes of 
Mount Greylock in the 
Berkshires 

That love soon led him to 
combing the Appalachian Trail 
with its interlacing tributaries in 
Vermont, New Hampshire and 
the mountains of western Maine. 
He is no stranger to snowline and 
glacier. He first climbed Mount 
Washington at 14, and prefers 
winter climbing — sometimes in 
the moonlight — of New 
England's highest peak. His 14 
years of hiking and backpacking 
in the Northeast, including ex- 
tensive technical rock and ice- 
climbing, provided the prelude 

Last year, he scaled Mount 
Rainier in the South Central 
Cascades of Washington State 
and got a permit from the 
Department of the Interior to 
climb Strawberry Mountain, to 
peer at nearby Mount Saint 
Helens and the devastation 
surrounding the volcano's 
eruption a few years ago. 

He topped those achievements 
in April, 1984, by climbing even 
high, up Mexico's second and 
third highest peaks, the dormant 
volcanoes Ixtacihuatl (17,324 
feet) and Popocatapetyl (17,887) 

Now until February, in 
preparation for Nepal, he will 
train every day, with exercise 
ranging from bicycling, scuba 
diving and technical climbing

“Conan the Destroyer” Star- 
ring Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
Grace Jones, Wilt Chamberlain, 
Olivia D'Abo and Sarah Douglas.

Don’t just mark “Conan the 
Destroyer" up as another vapid 
summer adventure movie, It is a 
Jot more intriguing and fun than 
the usual sword and dagger flick 
aimed at the Pepsi Generation. 
This is due to the fact that 
“Conan's"’ director, Richard 
Fleischer acknowledges the pulp- 
comic beginnings of the mighty 
warrior, and never pretends that 
itis great art 

Conan, played once more by the 
bulging Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
makes a bargain with Queen 
Taram rah Douglas) to 
guard her niece, a virginal blonde 
Princess (Olivia D'Abo,) who 
must travel in search of a jeweled 
horn, and thus “fulfill her 
destiny." Tamaris has Conan 
believing, through hypnosis, that 
for his trouble she will bring his 
lovely, and lately departed 
girlfriend, Valeria, back from the 
dead. It takes Conan a while to 
catch on to the fact that Tamaris 
is not a nice lady. 

It is not the plot, however inter- 
esting, or the lushly photographed 
landscapes by Jack Cardiff that 
catch the viewers attention, but 
the rag bag entourage which 
aides Conan on his mission 
Calling the most attention to 
herself is the wild and sleek disco 
queen, Grace Jones. It was 
pleasantly surprising to discover 
that this striking woman has a 
commanding stage presence and 
gives a very enjoyable, and at 
times humorous, performance as 
the warrior Zula 

Bombaata, the Queen's per- 
sonal servant, is played by Wilt 
Chamberlain, famous Tall Person 
who really can't act, but looks suf- 
ficiently menacing. The un- 
scrutable oriental wizard is 
played by Mako, who goes for 
laughs more often than not. As a 
matter of fact, a lot of the 
dialogue in “Conan” is played for 
laughs, and this greatly enhances 
the story. Especially since the 
stodgy dialogue from the last 
installment is thankfully absent 

Conan/Schwarzenegger, gets to 
play a drunk scene that proves he 
is capable of more than swinging 
an axe.
